Hie Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Good Neighbours Council and the 
Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury

October 14 to 20 has been 
proclaimed Good Neighbours Week 
in the municipality. On Friday, 
October 11, the Good Neighbours 
flag was raised at the Court house, 
as Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer read the 
proclamation - and on Friday, October 


18, the annual Good Neighbours 
Awards will be presented, in the Zima 
Room of the Bradford Public Library, 
honouring this year’s nominees. 

The Good Neighbours Campaign was 
initially established by the Province, 
as a way to promote informal 
volunteering and build strong, caring 
communities. The campaign is no 
longer a provincial program, but 
the Town of BWG has stepped in, 
to encourage residents to reach out 
and help a neighbour, continuing a 
tradition that began in 1994. 


No room for 
Gardens? 

Gloria Reszler came before Bradford 
West Gwillimbury Council in Open 
Forum on October 15 - urging 
the municipality to become “a 
Community Garden Town.” 

Reszler told Councillors, "Here we 
are, providing carrots and onions to 
half the country, but we don’t have 
Community Gardens in Bradford” - 
public gardens, where urban residents 
can grow their own fresh produce. 
Later in the meeting, Council 
received a report on Community 
Gardens from Senior Planner 
Tami Kitay - suggesting that, while 
the gardens play a role and have 
been embraced by a number of 
municipalities as a way to provide 
access to fresh food, a preliminary 
review of municipal sites “has not 
resulted in any identified lands that 
could support a community garden at 
this time or in the near future." 

Leisure Services reportedly indicated 
that the Town is “deficient in 
parkland” and that all existing parks 
are heavily used - but that gardens 
could be incorporated into the future 
development of Henderson Park, on 
10 Sideroad. 

Councillor Carl Hordyk, a member of 
the BWG Community Initiatives group 
that help establish a small Community 
Garden at Holy Trinity High School 
this summer, objected. "The majority 
of people who use community gardens 
need to be able to walk there,” he said. 
And Hordyk called for property to be 
allocated not at some future date, but 
in time for Spring planting, in 2014. 

Kitay suggested that the Town 
might be more successful partnering 
with private owners to establish

Tweaking the draft budget 


Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council approved the 2014 
Budget and Business plan - 
with a few amendments that 
could reduce the impact on 
ratepayers. 

The original plan before 
Council proposed a tax levy 
totalling $19,094,790 - up from 
$17,902,990 in 2013. With 
growth in both assessment and 
the tax rolls, that works out to a 
2.46% increase in the municipal 
portion of the property taxes, 
and an estimated 1.95% 
overall increase in the blended 
property tax (also including 
Police, County and Provincial 
levies). 

The resolution included 
$5,564,470 for water and 
$4,879,210 for wastewater, 
and a Capital Budget of 
$58,180,240 - pending an Early 
Payment Agreement with the 
development community. 

It was a clause calling 
on Council to endorse "in 
principle” a 2.7% municipal tax 
increase and 3.2% increase in 
water/wastewater rates for 2015 
that started the debate. 

Pointing out that 2014 is 
a municipal election year, 
Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer 
objected. “I would not be 


able to support this. I feel that 
that’s the discretion of the next 
Council.” 

Councillor James Leduc 
agreed - and went farther, 
calling on Council to make 
some additional “reductions” 
to the proposed budget for 
2014. In particular, he proposed 
cutting a new position in 
Engineering, for a “Plumber”/ 
Operator, and trimming 
$50,000 from the $450,000 
allocation for water/wastewater 
emergency repairs. 

He acknowledged that water 
and wastewater are “user pay) 
rather than property tax items, 
but asserted, “It's a taxation, no 
matter how you look at it” 

Mayor Doug White attempted 
to defend the reference to die 
2015 budget, noting that it was 
simply a statement of principle. 
“We’re in no way establishing 
the 2015 budget... We’re 
making a statement, that we’ve 
held the line on taxes... What 
we’re basically saying to the 
next Council is that this is the 
track that we would like them 
to follow.” 

Town Manager Jay Currier 
agreed, noting that the 2.7% 
figure “does provide some 
guidance for staff.” He pointed 


out that staff will begin working 
on the 2015 budget in June 
of next year - long before the 
election - and the sitting 
Council "will certainly be 
having deliberations on it.” 

“Keep in mind, colleagues, 
that we will deal with the 2015 
budget,” passing a provisional 
budget which the next Council 
“will be able to deal with as 
they please,” said Mayor White. 

But Deputy Mayor Keffer 
insisted, “I’m not comfortable 
with giving (Staff) direction for 
a tax increase.” 

Council voted to amend 
the budget - deleting the 
“Plumber”/ Operator 
position and reducing the 
emergency funding allocation 
by $25,000 for water, $25,000 
for wastewater - "Save the 
residents some money," said 

And Councillor Gary Lamb's 
amendment, to delete 
references to the 2015 budget, 
“because that budget will have 
to be set on its own merits," 
was approved 5-3 in a recorded 

The tax rates will be coming to 
Council for approval, “in due

Canal Rd. upgrade 

Canal Road, from Hwy. 9 to the 
5th Sideroad in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury, is in poor condition. 

The asphalt is rutted and cracking, 
and there are concerns that in 
its present condition, it will be 
impossible for the Town to ensure 
“adequate” winter maintenance, and 
prevent ponding and freezing on the 
road surface. 

The road is still owned by the 
County of Simcoe, and won't be 
downloaded to the municipality until 
the interchange is constructed at the 
5th Line and Hwy. 400. However, there 
is an agreement in place that makes 
the Town of BWG responsible for 
maintenance - and that's why the the 
decision has been made to pulverize 
the driving surface, and return the 
road to gravel, at least temporarily. 

The stretch of Canal Rd. will become 
a gravel road for the winter, to make it 
easier for the snowplows. 

The plan is then to regrade and 
top the road with new asphalt in the 
Spring of 2014. The Holland Marsh 
Drainage System Joint Municipal 
Services Board and the County of 
Simcoe have agreed to pay for the 
placement of asphalt in the Spring, 
budgeting $175,000 for the work. 

The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has already set aside 
materials for remedial work on Canal 
Road, including the gravel needed 
this fall - and on October 18, awarded 
a contract to Lisbon Paving, in the 
amount of $18,604, to immediately 
undertake the pulverising of the 
existing road surface. 

Missing plane 

A float plane left Lake Scugog at 
2 p.m. on Saturday, October 12. 

The pilot was the lone occupant 
of the red and white Stenson Float 
Plane C-FKJG, making what should 
have been a 5 to 6 horn flight to 
Homepayne, north of Sault Ste. Marie. 
The plane never arrived at its 
destination. 

Trenton Search & Rescue began 
searching for the plane on October 14, 
contacting York Regional Police and 
OPP, to search the open water of Lake 
Simcoe and Lake Couchiching. South 
Simcoe Police were asked to search 
the shorelines of both Georgina Island 
and Thorah Island. 

The search by South Simcoe Marine 
Unit, from approximately 11:55 a.m. 
to 4 p.m., turned up no sign of the 
missing plane or its pilot.

More respect 

Mr. Harper - really? 

Just letting you know that while we’d 
be happy to "unbundle" our cable or 
satellite packages and only pay for 
channels we watch, we’re not losing 
sleep over the issue. It’s hardly up 
there with funding for health care, or 
more money for First Nations schools. 

Or more respect for our Veterans. 

We have been disappointed with 
some of the decisions made by the 
Conservative government. We were 
pleased when the government more 
than doubled the money available 
for funeral services for veterans, from 
$3,600 to $7,376, through the Last Post 


Fund - but unhappy that there was no 
adjustment of the eligibility rules. 

We feel that the stringent rules, 
which disqualify two-thirds of 
applicants, result in hardship for 
the families of veterans - and send a 
message that the Country is grateful, 
but not that grateful, for their service. 

We are concerned that disabled 
veterans are being forced to accept 
lump sum payments, and that it is 
increasingly difficult for veterans to 
access the services they need. 

And as we approach Remembrance 
Day, we are losing sleep that these 
concerns are not being addressed.

Liberal Critic of VA 

To the editor: Imagine you are a Canadian 
soldier who has been disabled in the line of 
duty. What kind of support do you think you’d 
get, as you transition to civilian life under this 
supposedly military-friendly Conservative 
government? 

Odds are you are in for a lot of headaches. 

Under the Conservatives’ New Veterans 
Charter, you will get a lump sum payment 
instead of a disability pension. Many - 
including Canada's Veterans Ombudsman 
- say that this sum is inadequate for the pain 
and suffering you’ve endured. A group of 
injured veterans is suing the Conservative 
Government because they say the money they 
have received is paltry and doesn’t even keep 
up with Workers’ Compensation awards. 

When you try to access government services 
for help, you’ll find a system that the Auditor 
General says is overly complex and hard to 
use. You’ll have a one in four chance of being 
released from the Canadian Forces without a 
support plan because the Department can’t 
even meet its own service standards. 

If you don’t live in a major city, you’ll have 
to drive for hours if you need a meeting 
with a Veterans Affairs official, because the 
government is closing 9 Veterans Affairs 
Offices, including Windsor and Thunder Bay. 

If the Department makes a mistake, you’ll 
have a hard time getting it fixed. The Veterans 
Ombudsman found that in cases that ended 
up in Federal Court, the Veterans Review and 
Appeal Board had failed to make fair decisions 
60% of the time. 

The state of the system is shocking. The 
Government puts more time and energy into 
using veterans for photo-ops than it does in 
meeting their needs. That’s wrong. Our veterans 
put their lives on the line for our country. We 
owe it to our veterans to do everything we can 
to help them recover, re-integrate into civilian 
life and live with dignity and respect.

R.J. Burnside gets contract for Melbourne Dr. design 


On October 15, the Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury awarded the 
contract for design of the widening of 
Melbourne Drive to R.J. Burnside & 
Associates, on a “sole-source” basis - 
but not without protest. 

Several Councillors questioned 
why Burnside was given the $98,000 
contract without going to open 
tender - and Councillor Gary Lamb 
went so far as to say, “I’m not happy 
either, because of their track record.... 
because of Dissette St.” 

Lamb noted that R. J. Burnside & 
Associates was the company involved 
in that disastrous project, which led to 
a public apology from the head of the 
firm in an open meeting of Council. 

“It is the practice of the Town, 
and has been for several years, to 
competitive bid,” Town Manager Jay 
Currier reassured Councillors. “This 
would be a rare situation... a pretty 
isolated situation." 

Engineering recommended sole¬ 
sourcing the contract only because 
R.J. Burnside has been involved with

community sites - e.g., using church, 
school and Hydro easement lands. 

She reiterated that municipally-owned 
spaces are “already over-programmed 
and over used," and listed a number of 
concerns, including vandalism. 

Councillor Hordyk urged Staff to 
consult with the BWG Community 
Initiatives before going farther, to 
“make sure we’re on the same page.” 
"These things work best when they’re 


run by the people who use it,” agreed 
Mayor Doug White. “Surely there’s 
some plot of land, owned by a church, 
owned by a school board, that the 
Town can partner with.”

Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer, asking 
anyone interested in Community 
Gardens to contact the Town, 
“whether to work at a Community 
Garden, or if they have property 
they’re willing to share.”

Follow the leader 

BDHS student inspires

A Bradford Resident is striving to join the 
handful of Bradford-born hockey players who 
have reached the professional level. 

Ian Farrell, a graduate of the Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Minor Hockey Association 
(BWGMHA) and a former student at Holy Trinity 
High School, was recently named captain of 
the Ontario Junior ‘A’ Hockey League’s (OJHL) 
Newmarket Hurricanes. 

He attributes his successes to his home-town. 
“Playing in the Bradford League was a great 
experience,” said the 20 year-old. “ I played there 
until I was 11. My coaches Byron Vatcher and 
Gary Myers were a couple of guys who played a 
big role in my development as a hockey player.” 

After age 11, Farrell moved on to play three 
years of AAA hockey with 
the York Simcoe Express, 
and another two years with 
the Markham Waxers. He 
joined the Hurricanes for 
the opening of the 2010-11 
season, and has spent the 
last four years with the team. 

Last season, the Hurricanes 
reached the Finals, but fell 
short in a heart-breaking 
Game 7 loss to the St. 

Michael’s Buzzers. 

The OJHL is currendy 
under the supervision of the 
Ontario Hockey Association 
(OHA) and the Canadian 
Junior Hockey League 
(CJHL). Twenty-two teams, 
most of which are located 
within the Greater Toronto 
Area, compete for the OHA 
championship each year. 

Although Farrell’s 
Hurricanes were just one game shy of a 2013 
championship, he feels that Game 7 was the 
pinnacle of his career. “100% my greatest hockey 
memory was last year’s Game 7 loss in the OHA 
finals,” said Farrell. “We lost the game, but it was 
the most fun I've ever had in my hockey career, 
and definitely the most fun I’ve had in four years 
with the Hurricanes. It was played with the best 
group of guys I’ve ever played with. We’re all 
like brothers and we played that game for each 

Farrell has collected one goal and four assists in 
11 games with the Hurricanes this season. In last 
season’s remarkable play-off run, he placed six 
pucks beyond the goal line. The Hurricanes won 
the 2012-13 North Division title, carrying a 29- 
19-7 record into the post-season. 

As a new captain in the league, Farrell strives 
to lead by example. However, he feels more 
comfortable being an on-ice role model. “ To 
be completely honest, I’m not really a vocal guy 
on the bench,” Farrell laughed. "But I feel I’m 



about his decision to award the team’s captaincy 
to Ian. "Ian represents everything that you want 
as a captain for our team,” said Perrin. “He’s a 
selfless player with a great work ethic who makes 
himself and his team mates accountable.” 

Despite being deemed short for a hockey player 
at 51 lj he is dedicated to proving the critics 
wrong. 

Growing up, Farrell’s parents provided him 
with the support that he needed as he matured, 
on and off die ice. "My Dad and Mom always 
pushed me to succeed, and they saved a decent 
amount of money for my hockey career. They’ve 
always been there to give me the guidance that I 
need," he said. 

The OJHL acts as a feeder 
league for NCCA college 
hockey, and other college 
or university teams, while 
the Ontario Hockey League 
(OHL), Canadian Hockey 
League (CHLJ and the Quebec 
Major Junior Hockey League 
(QMJHL) are direct feeders for 
the NHL and AHL. Still, many 
NHL teams will not hesitate to 
draft players straight from the 
college or university level. In 
fact, the Toronto Maple Leafs 
drafted forward Tyler Bozak 
and defenseman Jake Gardiner 
straight from college. Farrell 
hopes to join this ever-growing 
list. 

He is currendy speaking with 
several schools as he hopes to 
continue his hockey career. "In 
a couple of years I hope to be 
playing University or college 
hockey, either in the States or in Canada," he 
said. “The main schools I’ve been speaking to 
are Laurentian University and Newmann [ in the 
states].” 

Bradford has developed at least two National 
Hockey League players, and a couple more 
that have played in semi-pro leagues. Twenty- 
five year-old Brandon Mashinter, a native of 
Bradford, has played in seventeen NHL games 
split between the San Jose Sharks and the New 
York Rangers. He currently fills a roster spot 
with the Rangers' minor league [AHL] affiliate 
Hartford Wolfpack. And going back, Norman 
“Dodger” Colfings played a single game as 
goaltender for the Montreal Canadiens during 
the 1934-35 NHL season. 

There’s plenty of room for another candidate. 

In the meantime, Ferrell can be found at the Ray 
Twinney complex in Newmarket, the Hurricanes’ 
home arena and practice facility.

On Sunday, September 15, twenty- 
one teams and over 100 participants, 
volunteers, supporters and 
“cheerleaders” came out to Heritage 
Park in Barrie, for the 16th annual 
Wheelchair Relay challenge, organized 
by Spinal Cord Injury Ontario. 

Spinal Cord Injury Ontario raises 
awareness of the challenges that 
people living with spinal cord injuries 
face in daily life. 

Teams consisted of 5 participants 
each, challenged to sit in a manual 
wheelchair and push themselves 
down the road, turning and racing 
back as quickly as they can. The fastest 
team in each heat advanced to a 
second race. 

A special thank-you to the 9 staff 
members at Bradford District High 
School, and their spouses - Mr. 
Harvey, Mr. Bainborough, Ms. Walker, 
Mr. Charles, Ms. Scott, Mrs. Bryant, 

Mr. Dyck, and Mr. Cameron and 
Principal Mr. Playford and their 
wives - who came out to support me. 

I was bom with Spina Bifida, which 
left me paralyzed from the waist 
down. I depend upon a wheelchair 
to get around. 

This was my third or fourth year 
participating in the race. I am always 
trying to think of ways to explain to 
people what it is like to live with a 
physical disability: what better way 
than to let them experience what it is 
like in a wheelchair, by participating 
in the race? 

When I got the idea of getting

school staff involved, I approached 
Mr. Harvey... Before I knew it, I had 
2 teams of staff not only willing but 
excited to do the Relay. They brought 
lots of enthusiasm, and laughter. 

With one team finishing with a 
time of 15 minutes and 11 seconds, 
and the other a time of 17 minutes, 

41 seconds, Staff realized the race 
is a real challenge for everyone. The 
fastest team, Colin Wilson Consulting, 
finished its first race in 10 minutes 
1 second - and the second race in 8 
minutes, 46 seconds. 

I enjoyed seeing the teachers race, 
and others who just came out to 
see what the Relay was all about. 

The biggest lesson of the day was 
that having a "disability" isn’t a bad 
thing; it simply means that you are 
differentiy-abled, or have different 
abilities.

The Hub celebrates 10 years of Service to Youth 



CrossTrainers had been providing a lunch-hour drop-in program 
at Bradford District High School, but saw the need for an expanded, 
after-school program to reach a broader age range in the community. 

Founders Jodi Greenstreet and Patti LaRose approached then- 
Mayor Frank Jonkman Sr., to see if there was space available for a 
youth drop-in centre - and Jonkman proposed the basement of the St. 
Mary’s hall, where a nursery school had just given up its lease. 

The Hub Youth Drop in Centre had found a home. 

The Hub now offers free programs for kids ages 8 to 18, after school 
on a drop-in basis, and positive mentoring by committed volunteers. 
In the words of some of the youth: 

"The Hub was a place where I was welcome. It changed my life.” 

“It’s a place to hang out.” 

"It’s a community, where kids can come and they know it’s safe.” 

Greenstreet thanked Jonkman, and Mayor Doug White and Council 
for their continued support, as well as the volunteer directors who 


have provided role models and continuity at the Hub, with their 
“commitment" and "faithfulness,” at the 10th Anniversary of The Hub. 

“Consistency is so huge. Commitment should be celebrated,” said 
Greenstreet - and, faithfulness even more. "Commitment will get 
you to the altar. Faithfulness will get you to 50 years of marriage... 
Commitment will get you to sign up as a volunteer. Faithfulness will 
keep this place open.” 

She also outlined some of the initiatives, that will keep The Hub 
moving forward: a new Community Service program, organized 
by Youth Director Jenna Wlckens, that will provide High School 
students with a monthly opportunity to serve their community and 
earn the Community Service Hours needed to graduate; and the new 
Keyholder program. 

The Hub is looking for 10 businesses to be Keyholders, and to 
commit to donating $100 
per month for 10 months, 
to “unlock potential" in 
Youth. So far, 7 businesses 
have signed up, including 
Be Well Chiropractic Health 
& Wellness, owned by Dr. 

Leeann Ng and husband 
Cliff Ngai. Ngai attended the 
Anniversary. 

At the end of the Oct. 7 
presentation, Greenstreet 
thanked God. “See, the 
truth is volunteers come 
and go. Board members 
come and go... This building 
will go. And here’s the deal. 

If we are encouraging the 
kids who come in to look at 
those things, that is a ’Faill. 

Only God is a rock. He is 
amazing, and He knows 
what’s in store” - looking to 
the next 10 years.
